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P AGE WEEKLY MORBIDITY REPORT RESTRICTED 


CURRENT TRENDS 
Week ending 2 November 1946 


The admission rate for All Causes continued to rise this week and reached 507 as compared to 475 for 
last week and 462 for the week before. However, the current rate still compares favorably with the cor 
responding rate in 1945 which was 597. The rise this week was due to pronounced increases in the 5th, 
6th, 12th and 13th Districts and the River Commands. The most notable individual increase was for the 6th 
District whose rate spurted from 605 to 1,148 or 90 per cent during the week. The 7th District has the 
lowest rate, 228, which is 44 per cent lower than for the previous week. 


Contrary to seasonal expectations the rate for the combined Respiratory Diseases reversed the trend 
of the past two weeks and decreased from 99.4 to 86.4 or 13.1 per cent. A year ago the rate was 177.1 or 
over twice as high as the current figure. Decreases were apparent in all districts except the 6th, 9th 
and llth. It is to be noted that the 6th District showed unfavorable increases during the week for 
catarrhal fever, atypical pneumonia and tonsillitis and pharyngitis and led all other districts in this 
respect. The rate for the 6th District, 169.4 is high and the rate of 37.9 for the 12th District is low. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The combined rate of 48.8 for these diseases marks an improve- 
ment of 11.4 per cent as compared to the rate of 55.1 for the previous week. A year ago the corresponding 
rate was 118.4. Improvement was shown in all districts except the lst, 6th, 7th, 11th and 13th who had 
increases of 6, 33, 8, 14 and 7 per cent respectively over last week. The 6th District with a rate of 
102.2 is high, the 5th District at 94.4 is second high and the 13th with the rate of 9.7 is low. 


(9) No change was recorded in the rates of these infections during the week, 
the rate remaining at 0.8. This rate is favorable as compared to the high rate of 2.3 reported a year ago. 
Cases were reported by the lst, 3rd, 4th, 5th and 12th Districts. Of these only the 4th District reported 
cases last week and is currently highest with a rate of 4.9. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, The rate for this disease increased from 3.4 to 4.5 during the week which is the 
third highest rate recorded thus far in 1946; the highest rate being 5.3 for the week ending 3 August and the 
second highest, 4.9 was for week ending 2 March. A year ago the comparable rate was 4.0. The rate for 6th 
District more than doubled during the week in jumping from 15.9 to 32.1 or 102.9 per cent. Another notable 
rate increase, 2.6 to 5.3, was in the 3rd District. The lst, 4th, 7th, 8th and 12th Districts and the 
River Commands reported no cases. 


SILLITIS YN S U After fluctuating upward last week the combined rate for these 
infections decreased from 40.1 to 2.2 or 19.7 per cent this week. A year ago the corresponding rate was 
52.4. The downward trend was apparent in all districts except the 3rd, 6th and 9th which showed increases 
of 13, 66 and 14 per cent respectively. With cases reported in all districts the 9th was high with a rate 
of 83.9 and the lst District low with 6.0. 


SCARLET FEVER. With cases reported in only the 5th and 9th Districts the rate for this disease rose 
38.5 per cent from last week's rate of 1.3 to stand at 1.8 The l2th District which last week repated a 
rate of 1.8 now has no cases. A year ago cases were reported by seven of the Districts and the rate for 
the continental area was 5.4 or three times higher than the current rate. 


MEASLES. There was no change in the picture for this disease during the week, the rate remaining at 
0.3. During the same period in 1945 the rate was 2.1 with cases reported in nine of the districts. The 
districts reporting cases for the week were the 8th and 9th.
